Mt.  Chairman,  Masdames  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  Administration  of  the  Urban  Distriot  of  Church,  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December,  1969o 

The  vital  statistics  show  some  fluctuations  v/hich  of  course  are  to 
be  expected  when  the  absolute  number  being  dealt  with  is  relatively  small. 

The  main  facts  during  the  year  have  been  that  the  population  has 
remained  steady  notwithstanding  a slight  fall  in  the  number  of  houses  in  the 
district.  The  cumulative  effect  of  many  years  v/ork  is  that  a very  substantial 
number  of  houses  v/ere  dealt  v/ith  during  the  year  under  report  but  it  is  not 
to  be  expected  that  this  rate  will  be  maintained  in  every  year  since  the  present 
large  figure  arises  from  several  years  of  energetic  work  by  Mr.  Palk. 
Redevelopment  is  still  faced  with  the  difficulty  or  uncertainty  as  to  future 
road  planning. 

During  the  year  complaints  have  been  received  from  time  to  time  about 
an  offensive  odour  from  a factory  where  fat  melting  is  carried  out  and  this 
matter  has  indeed  been  carefully  considered  by  the  Council  and  its  Health 
Committee  and  it  will  be  seen  that  the  firm  concerned  has  been  left  in  no 
doubt  about  the  need  for  improvement  but  the  Council,  of  course,  is  aware  of 
the  many  difficulties  in  this  matter. 

Finally,  I can  only  repeat  how  much  profit  I have  found  in  co-operation 
with  Mr.  Palk,  and  I thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  and  the  Committee,  for  your 
continued  support  and  help  throughout  the  year.

Waste  Water  Closets  and  Drains 

139  complaints  of  choked  waste  water  closots  and  drains  have  been 
attended  to  by  Local  Authority  v/orkmcn,,  Although  124  v/ere  cleansed 

15  were  referred  to  the  owners  for  cleansing  and  repair. 

16  v/asto  water  closets  v/ere  abolished  during  the  year. 

Unfortunately  although  the  number  of  '^ste  water  closets  is  reduced 
(a)  demolition  of  unfit  houses,  and  (b)  conversion  by  owners, 
progress  is  very  slow.  Too  many  people  accept  this  obsolete 
insanitary  appliance  as  part  of  the  normal  standard  of  living. 

Tho  number  was  reduced  by  6l  during  the  year  and  at  that  rate  of 
progress  the  1980's  may  be  reached  before  the  last  one  is  abolished. 

Sewera/"0  Disposal. 

The  sewerage  disposal  works  are  situated  at  Coppy  Clough,  Church, 
and  the  effluent  from  Accrington  M.3.  and  Church  U.D.,  after  treatment 
by  the  Accrington  & Church  Outfall  Sewerage  Board,  is  discharged  into 
the  River  Hyndbum. 

Additional  means  of  disposal  has  boon  commenced  by  spraying 
sludge  on  to  farmland  adjoining  the  works. 

Sv/imming  Baths  and  Pools 

There  are  no  baths  or  pools  within  tho  district.

ihero  are  four  schools  within  the  district  — all  denoni national, 
three  of  wliich  are  Dore  than  50  years  old.  The  standards  of  these  preQisos 
cannot  be  said  to  bo  equal  to  thoso  of  the  present  day.

Solid  Smokeless  Fuels 


Durin;:,-  the  winter  period  of  I969/7O  the  supply  of  solid  smokeless 
fuel  caused  some  concern. 

Tnc  households,  who  v/ere  relying'  upon  open  fire  fuelo  such  as  coalite, 
rcxco,  phimax  were  most  badly  affected  ospecially  as  many  merchants  would 
not  supply  gas  coke. 

(B)  Public  Health  Act  193^ 

During  the  suiiimer  months  at  certain  times  an  offensive  odour  is 
emitted  from  a factory  where  the  trade  of  fat  melting  is  carried 
on. 

The  owner  was  advised  to  obtain  the  services  of  anindustrial 
Consultant  who  proposed  certain  improvements,  v/hich  should  be 
put  in  to  operation  before  the  advent  of  summer. 

( C ) Alkali  etc.  Works  Rej-'^lations  Act,  I9O6,  as  extended  by 
Alkali  etc,  i/orks  Orders  1928  •-  19^3 

Although  factories  coming  within  the  scope  of  this 
legislation  are  not  situated  within  the  district,  the 
condition  of  the  atmosphere  is  affected  detrimentally 
by  manufacturers  situated  outside  the  district.

Road  Breakers 


The  noise  nuisance  from  air  compressors  and  drills  during 
the  process  of  openings  up  roads  is  difficult  to  abate. 

Legislation  prohibiting  the  use  of  those  unsilenced  appliances 
after  a certain  date  as  enacted  in  Clean  Air  Legislation  would 
in  my  opinion  bring  about  a definite  improvement. 

Public  Conveniences 

The  public  convoniences  v/hich  is  provided  for  males  and  females,  is 
situate  on  Blactcburn  Road  noar  to  the  ousy  crossroads  and  traffic  lights. 

In  view  of  the  age  of  the  building,  some  sixty  years,  the  disrepair 
of  the  fittings,  the  vandalism,  it  was  decided  to  discontinue  the  use  of  the 

building. 

After  a period  of  six  months  had  elapsed,  the  Committee  decided  to 
receive  an  estimate  of  cost  for  re-oponing  the  conveniences.

Refuse  Removal 

A corapletG  weekly  service  providing;  5?  collections  was  attained  for 
the  seventh  year  in  succession.  Hov/ever,  there  is  imense  difficrilty  in 

retaining  labour  for  this  dirty ^ arduous  work  v/hich  has  to  be  performed  in  all 
v/eathers. 

Provision  of  Dustbins 


The  maintenance  of  dustbins  in  this  district  is  a Local  Authority 
responsibility,  and  this  factor  will  be  exceedingly  useful  in  the  event  of  any 
change  in  the  type  of  refuse  receptacle. 

Refuse  Disposal 

Domestic  refuse  and  certain  other  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  the  tip 
at  Far  Holmes  in  accordance  with  the  best  available  method.  This  form  of 
sanitary  disposal  of  refuse  is  dependant  upon  a plentiful  supply  of  suitable 
cover  such  as  furnace  ashes  and  dust. 

.lidditional  ash,  etc.  has  been  obtained  for  covering  material  by 
using  a portion  of  the  old  tip. 

The  present  land,  which  is  used  for  tipping,  previously  belonged  to 
Oswaldtvdstle  UoD.C.  Their  sewage  beds  are  provided  v/ith  ash,  clay  and  soil 
which  can  be  used  for  cover,  but  the  maintenance  of  good  roads  in  wet  weather 
causes  some  difficulty,  and  damage  to  vehicles* 

The  stream,  Tinker  Brook,  adjoins  the  tip  and  regular  cleansing 
and  dredging  is  necessary  to  confine  the  stream  to  its  banlc. 


Salvage

Approximately  80  houses  were  ..demolished  in  Sadler  Street,  Parsonage  Street 
district  and  Chapel  Street  and  Walmsley  Street  district. 

In  addition  to  the  general  decay  of  the  area  illustrated  by  more  than  fifty 
empty  unfit  houses  many  of  which  have  been  subject  to  ‘Vandalism  the  question  of 
the  possible  re-routin^-  of  the  trunk  road  A679  aiid.  its  junctions  has  left  a 
blight  on  the  area.

The  clearance  of  hous.  s and  that  of  derelict  property  will  be  held 
up  if  accommodation  is  not  found  immediately* 

The  purchase  of  an  increased  number  of  houses  with  modern  facilities 
or  those  without,  in  order  that  they  may  be  installed,  may  be  the 
solution  of  the  problem  as  also  they  are  let  at  a rental  more  in 
keeping  with  the  demand. 

During  the  past  year  25  tenancies,  which  is  approximately  50^  of  the 
houses  and  1 bedroom  accommodation  were  allocated  to  persons  from 
Clearance  Areas.
